Death at Mascow. 


Moscow. June 1.—At the festiral 
jvcn to t..i; peasants here Satarday 
boat 500,000 persons were present and 
vor 2,000 people were trampled to 
cath. 
Everywhere inthc city excited groups 
f people discussed tho disaster, the 
igmficant proportions of -which all 
lave at last come to realize. The streets 
jresentcd some saddening contrasts to 
nronation week. Every few yards rnon 
vere currying coffins on their shoulders 
31- across their knees in drosohkies. 


The police and a force of soldiers 


•with iiied bayonets keep order at. tlie 
cemetery, where an unending stream of 
people passed, most of whom were dis- 
iracted searchers after missing ones 
lenr to them, but many of whom were 
;ho idle aud morbidly curious. 


There were most affecting scenes, 


wailing relatives aud priests praying 
hero aiid there beside the dead ranged 
upon the ground, surrounded by still 
larger numbers of the unidentified 
dead. Most of these poor remains of 
humanity had only a sheet for a cover- 
ing to the mutilated and tewiblv dis- 
figured bodies. 
Some were in rough coffins, left half 


open to enable friends to identify them. 
People came upon tho provmd looking 
for missing on.>s, only to find other 
relatives engaged in dressing the bodies 
of the lost, while others were sitting 
sobbing and apparently helpless beside 
their dead. 
Tho fnncrals commenced at 2 o'clock 


in the afternoon amid most demonstra- 
tive scenes of grief.

The KffecU of Beat. 


In The Nnovo Cimento, Signer Petti- 


nelli describes a new determination of 
the, lowest temperature at which a, hot 
body becomes visible. He heated a cast 
iron cylinder 30 centimeters long and 14 
broad, in a wrought iron jacket over a 
Bunsc-n burner to a temperature of 400 
degrees C., as indicated by an air ther- 
mometer, and then' observed its flat end 
in a dark room from a point 60 centi- 
meters above it. When it had cooled to 
about'415 degrees, the red heat vanished 
and gave way to an indefinite hazy glow, 
tin; latter completely disappearing at 
40-J degrees, and repeated observations 
giving an error of only 8 degrees. High
